I Foreign plane

Cessna Rescuers have found a 
Dane and a Swede who went 
missing Sunday night after their 
twin-engine plane crashed on 
the ice in the Hudson Strait. 

The men spent 18 hours wan¬ 
dering the ice near Baffin Island 
in -20 C temperatures, wearing 
just the clothes they had on 
when they crashed. But other 
than a “mild” case of frostbite 
and hypothermia for one of the 
crash victims, they’re fine, said 
Halifax-based Joint Rescue Co-or¬ 
dination Centre spokeswoman 
Jeri Grychowslci. 

“They appear to be in good 
condition,” Grychowslci told 
Metro Halifax. 

At about 11 a.m. Monday, the 
fishing vessel Atlantic Enterprise 
spotted the 25-year-old Swede 
and the 50-year-old Dane walk¬ 
ing across the ice about 7.2 kilo¬ 
metres away from Baffin Island. 

The men were flying from 
Wabush, Labrador, to Iqaluit at 
about 5 p.m. Sunday when both 
engines on their Cessna Slcymas- 
ter failed. The plane crashed into 
the ice, said Grychowslci, but the 
men got out through a broken 
window. 

“As soon as they got out, the 
plane sank,” Grychowslci said. 

She didn’t know how they 
stayed warm, or what the origi¬ 
nal purpose of their trip was.

The man who led his party 
into a drubbing at the polls in 
the last general election had re¬ 
vived his dream of becoming 
prime minister by negotiating an 
unlikely coalition with the New 
Democrats, supported by the 


separatist Bloc Quebecois. 

He was ridiculed for an ama¬ 
teurish videotaped address to the 
nation, called a coward for ad¬ 
mitting the Tory attack ads 
against him had worked and la¬ 
belled a traitor for defending 
Canadian federalism against the 
separatists in the 1990s only to 
join forces with them in the 
coalition.

Muslims gather for traditional festival

More than 1,000 Muslims 
bowed and prayed at Exhi¬ 
bition Park yesterday 
morning. 

Muslims around the 
world marked Eid Aladha, 
the sacrifice feast festival, 
a major event on the Islam¬ 
ic calendar that has been 
celebrated for centuries. It 
also coincided with the 
hajj, the annual pilgrimage 
to Mecca. 

“It commemorates an in¬ 
cident that represents the 
ultimate in trust in Allah, 
in God,” said Imam Jamal 
Badawi, who led the ser¬ 
mon yesterday. 

In an interview, he de¬ 
scribed the story of Abra¬ 
ham, which is told with 


slightly different versions 
in Judaism and Christiani¬ 
ty. Abraham was told by 
God to sacrifice his son as a 
test of his faith. At the last 
minute, God substituted a 
ram instead. 

Around the giant hall 
where the faithful kneeled 
and prayed were posters 
asking for donations for a 
new mosque and commu¬ 
nity centre on Chebucto 
Road. 

When completed, Bad¬ 
awi said the Ummah 
Masjid maybe the largest 
mosque east of Montreal. 

“We’re hoping it will be 
a hallmark in Halifax and a 
tourist attraction, like 
some Islamic centres — 
like the one in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C.” 

Besides a massive 
mosque, there will also be 


a community centre with a 
gymnasium for the Muslim 
community and for others 
as well, he said. 

But they’re about $100 
million short of having a 
roof-tight structure. 

Badawi said they’re having 
a “great difficulty” raising 
the funds. He said he’s 
hopeful they can raise the 
money in a few months to 
put a roof on the project 
for the winter. 

“One reason for the ini¬ 
tial high cost is we’re try¬ 
ing to be environmentally 
friendly. It’s a green build¬ 
ing, using geothermal 
heating which requires a 
lot of outlay in the begin¬ 
ning but it’s good for the 
environment,” he said. 

“We have to depend on 
God, No. 1 , and self-help.”

Rehabilitation or adult sentence? 
Debate for teen guilty of murder

Lawyers began the debate 
yesterday over whether a 
teen who committed mur¬ 
der a year ago should be 
tried as a youth or adult. 

The teen, who cannot be 
named, pled guilty to 
killing Matthew James Ayer, 
28, on Gottingen Street last 
October. At the time, the 
teen was months away 
from his 18th birthday. 

He’s spent the last year at 
the Waterville jail for youth. 
Now prosecution and de¬ 
fence lawyers must present 
their cases this week to de¬ 
termine if he should get a 
life sentence as an adult or a 
youth sentence of around 
seven years. 


IRCS program 

• The program puts $275 
per day — more than 
$ 100,000 per year — to¬ 
ward the rehabilitation of a 
young offender. 

Three Waterville supervi¬ 
sors testified yesterday the 
youth has been in and out 
of trouble over the last year. 
There have been threats, as¬ 
saults and extorting can¬ 
teen food from other in¬ 
mates. 

Even if the teen is sen¬ 
tenced as a youth, he will be 
automatically transferred to 
a provincial adult facility 
like the Burnside Correc¬ 
tional Centre once he turns 
20. That means he would 
only spend about one year 


in Waterville. 

But a key difference would 
be the possibility of taking 
part in a lucrative federal re¬ 
habilitation program, 
known as Intensive Rehabili¬ 
tative Custody and Supervi¬ 
sion, or IRCS. This allows in¬ 
mates to take part in pro¬ 
grams and counselling they 
could never otherwise af¬ 
ford. 

Even if the teen is sen¬ 
tenced as a youth, the sever¬ 
ity of his crime would make 
him an unusual IRCS candi¬ 
date. 

The hearings continue 
until Thursday. The sen¬ 
tence will be delivered Jan. 
29.

'How to’ video discovered, police claim

A video on how to sexual¬ 
ly assault children was 
just one of the disturbing 
finds when police raided 
the home of a man who 
once faked his own death 
to avoid jail. 

RCMP officers used peer- 
to-peer programs to search 
files shared by Jeremy 
Daniel Oakley, 37, of Peg¬ 
gy’s Cove Road. They al¬ 
legedly found multiple 
videos of sexual abuse of 
both underage boys and 
girls. 

Oakley famously evaded 
capture for several years by 
faking his own death. Oak¬ 
ley was charged with sexu¬ 
ally assaulting a nine-year- 
old girl in British Columbia 
in 2004, but skipped out on 
bail. 

He was caught later in

the year in Nova Scotia by 
RCMP, but was again able 
to skip bail. A fake obituary 
then ran in the Chronicle- 
Herald, which ended his 
law trouble for years. 

But in May, Oakley was 
caught again. Police al¬ 
legedly found seven child 
pornography videos as well 
as homemade marijuana. 

The video shows various 
sex toys and features male 
and female children rang¬ 
ing from newborns to 13- 
year-olds. 

The other six videos all 
featured various porno¬ 
graphic content. One al¬ 
legedly shows a girl no 
more than five-years-old 


dancing in her underwear, 
then having sex with an 
adult male. The video goes 
on to show several other 
young girls assaulted. 

Another video shows a 
boy 10- to 12-years-old un¬ 
dressing. Another shows 
two girls 12- to 15-years-old 
having sex with each other, 
then an adult male has sex 
with both of them. 

All of the videos were al¬ 
legedly traced to Oakley’s 
hard drive. 

Oakley now faces char¬ 
ges in both Nova Scotia and 
B.C., ranging from access¬ 
ing and possessing child 
pornography to possession 
of marijuana.

Quebec Liberals 
win third term

straight mandate. 


Quebec Liberal leader Jean 
Charest managed a rare 
feat last night, becoming 
the first Quebec premier 
to win three consecutive 
mandates since Maurice 
Duplessis, against a much 
stronger showing for Parti 
Quebecois Leader Pauline 
Marois than anyone 
expected. 

Questions will certainly 
be asked, however, as to 
why support for Charest’s 
Liberals was more tepid 
than imagined, and 
whether Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper’s aggres¬ 
sive denunciations of Que¬ 
bec separatists last week 
contributed to the healthy 
sovereignist result. 

The gains made by the 
Liberals and the Pauline 
Marois’s PQ came at the 
expense of the ADQ, which 
was being pushed back to 
marginal status in the 125- 
seat National Assembly. 

Major news organiza¬ 
tions called the majority 
victory for Charest’s Liber¬ 
als barely a half hour after 
the polls closed last night, 


but by press time, the ma¬ 
jority was slight. 

It was a remarkably dif¬ 
ferent picture than that 
which emerged on election 
night 2007, when Charest 


nearly lost the premier’s 
chair to the Action democ- 
ratique du Quebec’s Mario 
Dumont, and ended up 
leading a minority govern¬ 
ment.

politics Liberal Bob Rae is

end his leadership bid, de¬ 
spite mounting pressure to 
step aside and let Ignatieff 
take the crown unopposed. 

“I don’t think corona¬ 
tions are generally very 
successful in political par¬ 
ties ... Most people believe 
it’s better to have a con¬ 
test, it’s better to have a 
choice,” Rae told reporters 
in Toronto. 


“What I’m proposing has 
a simple name — it’s 
democracy,” he said. 

Since only a delegated 
convention can select a 
permanent leader, Ignati¬ 
eff’s appointment would 
be ratified by acclamation 
at the Liberal leadership 
convention in May if Rae 
were to withdraw from the 
race. If Rae chooses not to 
withdraw, Ignatieff would 
have to fight for the 
crown.

S o much for the Lib¬ 
eral leadership race. 
For all intents and 
purposes, it's over. 
The nightmare be¬ 
fore Christmas — the politi¬ 
cal pandemonium of the 
last two weeks — has 
touched off a rush to anoint 
Michael Ignatieff as the 
new man. 

Anointed he likely will 
be. The third candidate, Do¬ 
minic LeBlanc, has exited 
the race and is throwing his 
support behind Iggy. A 
bandwagon effect is in 
course. The date of the con¬ 


vention, if there is one, will 
be being moved to Januaiy, 
meaning that Bob Rae, who 
needed time to stage a 
fight, won’t have it. With¬ 
out it, he is finished. His 
fundamental problem was 
that his baggage from his 
days as Ontario premier, 16 
years ago, would not go 
away. Sometimes we for¬ 
give. Sometimes we don't. 
In his case, we didn’t. 

The installation of Mr. Ig¬ 
natieff means that the luck 
of the Conservatives, who 
have feasted on Dion ten¬ 
derloin for two years, is 
likely over. 

Sir Michael has his own 
encumbrances. He is patri¬ 
cian, to the manor born, 
lacking in the common 
touch. He is inexperienced, 
having only been in politics 
for three years and he 
signed on, reluctantly, to 
the coalition deal. On the

plus side, he is intellectual¬ 
ly radiant and an effective 
communicator with a pres¬ 
ence that is commanding. 
He knows that the most im¬ 
portant thing in politics is 
messaging. Stephen Harper 
illustrated this last week 
when, in the space of a cou¬ 
ple of days, he brilliantly 
changed the national dis¬ 
cussion from his pathetic 
economic statement to na¬ 
tional unity. 

The Conservatives will 


berate Mr. Ignatieff as an 
egghead and beat him up 
for signing the coalition 
pact. But his being new to 
politics means the fire¬ 
breathing Harper will have 
less ammunition on which 
to base cheap attack ads. 
While Bob Rae has many of 
the Iggy qualities and is 
much more seasoned, the 
Harper team would have 
unlimited gunpowder with 
him as Liberal leader. 

Mr. Ignatieff is also situat¬ 
ed more in the centre of the 
political spectrum and will 
end, for better or for worse, 
the leftward drift of the 
party. He will be in a strong 
position to rebuild the par¬ 
ty in Quebec now that the 
prime minister has alienat¬ 
ed so many in La Belle 
Province with his demo- 
nization of the Bloc Quebe- 
cois.

How the opposition helped propel Stephen Harperin polls 



The proposed Liberal-NDP- 
Bloc coalition government is 
as good as dead — gone as 
quickly as it was formed. 

Just days after it was an¬ 
nounced, Liberal MPs start¬ 
ed distancing themselves 
from it. Then Stephane Dion 
bungled a videotaped 


speech for national TV. And 
then the Governor General 
granted Stephen Harper a 
breather by cancelling Par¬ 
liament for a month. 

But the real nails in the 
coffin are polls showing 
Canadians deeply oppose 
the coalition. The scheme 
has backfired, and Harper 
has skyrocketed to his high¬ 
est level of support yet. How 
could the opposition have 
miscalculated so badly? 

Three reasons. Firstly, per¬ 
sonal animosity towards 


Harper blinded the opposi¬ 
tion. The opposition tho¬ 
ught Canadians shared their 
hate for Harper — so much 
so they’d accept any trick to 
kick him out of office. 

The second mistake was 
the opposition listened to 
the media, which tends to 
be liberal. The media’s first 
reaction to the coalition was 
excitement and support. But 
that elite opinion was 
formed in part by their hos¬ 
tility to Harper. 

But the biggest reason is 


the inclusion of the Bloc. 
Simply put, Canadians are 
scared of them. 

Signing a contract with 
Quebec separatists isn’t nor¬ 
mal in the eyes of Canadians 
— no matter what Harper- 
hating opposition MPs or 
their sympathetic media 
friends say.

ding in the polls, Mr. Harp¬ 
er is probably tempted him¬ 
self to push for an election. 
The public, caught up in 
politics to a degree seldom 
seen, might not be opposed 
to going to the polls again. 

But with Mr. Dion step¬ 
ping down, the chemistry 
changes. A new Liberal 
leader cannot probably 
help but move his party's 


numbers upward. 

Mr. Ignatieff will move 
cautiously, easing off on 
any coalition commitment. 
A mighty chess match will 
ensue between him, a no¬ 
bleman, and the prime 
minister, a Doberman.

More riots likely in Greece 


Protesters aim for revolution 


The funeral today of a 
teenager shot dead by po¬ 
lice was expected to 
provoke more riots in 
Greece following three 
days of the country's worst 
unrest in decades. 

The 15-year-old boy’s 
killing on Saturday night 
has fanned public anger at 
unpopular economic poli¬ 
cies and scandals as the 
global financial crisis 
reaches Greece. 

Thousands of protesters 
burned and looted shops 
in central Athens and tear 
gas choked Syntagma 
Square outside the Greek 
parliament as police 
clashed with left-wing 
demonstrators yesterday. 

More than 50 people 
have been hurt and scores 
of shops, banks and cars 
damaged. Police arrested 
about 150 people. 

The shooting victim, 
Alexandras Grigoropoulos, 
will be buried today. Police 
were bracing for more vio¬ 
lence around the funeral 
and during a general strike 
called for tomorrow. 

The government con¬ 
demned the incidents and 
denied reports it was plan¬ 


ning to declare a state of 
emergency but Prime Min¬ 
ister Costas Karamanlis 
was due to meet the presi¬ 
dent and party leaders to 
discuss the crisis today. 

Protests erupted in more 
than 10 cities across the 
nation. reuters 


• The protests mark a "social 
revolution" that will last as 
long as is necessary, activist 
Panagiotis Sotiris said yester¬ 
day. "We ask for the ministers 


who are responsible for this to 
resign and we want to topple 
the government and its poli¬ 
cies.

India’s ruling party wins 3 elections

Final results were still 
being counted yesterday 
for two out of the five state 
elections held over the last 
month, mostly in central 
and western India. 

The votes come before 


national elections in 2009 
that will pit a ruling Con¬ 
gress-led coalition against 
an opposition alliance led 
by the Hindu-nationalist 
Bharatiya Janata Party 
(BJP). 

The outcome is a boost 
for Congress, which has 
suffered a string of state 
election defeats in the last 
year amid rising inflation 
and accusations of weak 
leadership. reuters

Shares of oil company 
EnCana Corp. shot 9.34 per 
cent higher to $55.61 and 
were the biggest driver of 
the TSX’s gain. Suncor En¬ 
ergy rallied 6.59 per cent 
to close at $23.30. reuters

No sophomore slump for Toews

Jonathan Toews had 
heard of sophomore 
slumps, but the Chicago 
BLackhawks forward 
didn’t believe in them. 

So when he started the 
year with no goals and just 
seven assists in his first 12 
games, he didn’t fret, even 
though he carried the 
weight of a franchise on his 
shoulders after being 
named one of the youngest 
captains in NHL history in 
July. 

Instead, the Winnipeg na¬ 
tive righted the ship.

He was named the 
NHL’s second star of the 
week yesterday. “I think (af¬

The Blackhawlcs 
are 12-6-7, tied for 
sixth in the West¬ 
ern Conference.

Toews watched last year’s 
Winter Classic, played be¬ 
tween the Pittsburgh Pen¬ 
guins and Buffalo Sabres be¬ 
fore an NHL-record crowd 
of 71,217 at Ralph Wilson 
Stadium. Wrigley Field is ex¬ 
pected to seat 41,000.

Sabres-to-Hamilton talk denied by owners 


nhl In Buffalo, they’re con¬ 
tinually denying. In Hamil¬ 
ton, they’re once again 
hopeful. 

The hockey link between 
these two steel cities — 
based on the great mystery 
that is the sale of the Buffa¬ 
lo Sabres — roared to life 
again yesterday, but for 
very different reasons. 

Sabres owners flatly and 
consistently denied their 
club is for sale, and that 
they have had exploratory 
talks with Blackberry 
founder and billionaire Jim 
Balsillie about the purchase 
of the team. Those talks are 
the subject of an upcoming 
Western New York hockey 
magazine story, and have 
revived the possibility in 
Hamilton that the city’s 
doors for an NHL franchise 
are open again after being 


repeatedly slammed shut in 
several previous scenarios 
involving Balsillie. 

“Tom (Golisano) is not 
shopping the team, and I 
have approached nobody,” 
said Sabres managing part¬ 
ner Lariy Quinn, who is 
said in the report to have 
approached Balsillie. 

“I would never 
discuss selling this 
team to anyone 
who would 
move it.”

The magazine story 
claims the Balsillie-Sabres 
talks are in preliminary 
stages, and will be brought 
up at the ongoing NHL 
board of governors meet¬ 
ings in Florida this week. 

Balsillie, according to the 
report, approached Sabres 
owner Tom Golisano in 
2007 about a deal, but was 
denied because of the 
threat of moving the team 
to Hamilton. 

Balsillie had been in a 
separate negotiation to pur¬ 
chase the Pittsburgh Pen¬ 
guins, and is reportedly still 
trying to purchase 27 per 
cent of the Predators (if the 
portions of the shares of 
the now indicted, former 
Preds owner William Boots 
Del Baggio, are turned over 
to the open market).

Caution: You might put on 
more holiday weight than 
you plan for. 

’Tis the season for indul¬ 
gence: Christmas parties 
offer a plethora of candies, 
snacks and eggnog and 
that family dinner will 
more than likely consist of 
the classic favourites such 
as juicy turkey, turnip and 
mashed potatoes swim¬ 
ming in hearty gravy. 

The holidays offer all 
kinds of easy opportunities 
to put on the “seasonal sev¬ 
en,” or possibly the “season- 
al-significantly-more-than- 
seven,” but with a little re¬ 
straint, you can minimize 
the jiggle that accompanies 
the jingle. 

“A lot of people will have 


good eating habits going 
into the holidays and then 
say, ‘Well, I can let it go for 
now and then get back on 
the horse after,’ but those 
extra five to seven pounds 
are hard to face on Jan. 1,” 
says Susan B. Davis, a 
Maine-based registered di¬ 
etician and nutrition advis¬ 
er for the Wild Blueberry 
Association. 

“Stick with those good 
eating habits for as long as 
you can.” 

Mindless snacking often 
paves the road to min, says 
Davis. Since you’re attend¬ 
ing more parties this time 
of year, you’ll be tempted 


by fattening hors d’oeu- 
vres preceding a dinner. 

Moderation is the key: 
Don’t overdo it with appe¬ 
tizers if you’ve shown up 
for a calorie-loaded meal. 
When you do finally get to 
the main course, stay mod¬ 
est and limit your sauces. 
Smaller meat portions, sal¬ 
ads and baked potatoes 
with no butter or cream 
can all control the damage 
and nourish, as can fruits, 
steamed vegetables and 
spinach with no cheese. 
Eat slowly and only when 
you’re hungiy. 

“The arithmetic on what 
comes on versus what 


comes off is astounding,” 
says Davis. “You can eat 
1,000 to 1,500 calories 
without blinking. A deli¬ 
cious Christmas dinner 
can contain as much as 
3,500 calories, without 
drinks. That can mean six 
hours on the elliptical ma¬ 
chine just for one meal. It’s 
a bear. You’ve got to either 
burn it up or eat less.” 

For every alcoholic 
drink, have one non-alco¬ 
holic drink, such as water, 
she advises. And while it’s 
appropriate for the season, 
lay off the eggnog if you 
can. 

“Out of the drinks you 
might have, that one in 
particular is a real diet 
killer,” Davis says of the 
popular Christmas bevy. 
“Excess alcohol can con¬ 
tribute to sleep depriva¬ 
tion, which encourages 


weight gain. It’s all con¬ 
nected.” 

The onus is on you to use 
the holiday time wisely, 
says Davis. When you’re 
looking to watch your 
weight, there’s no time 
like the present. 

“The week between 
Christmas and New Year’s 


is another week of indul¬ 
gence. You might feel guilty 
about the leftovers in your 
fridge and overeat to use 
them all up,” she said. 
“Give it to a food bank. You 
don’t have to wait until 
New Year’s to clean up your 
act. Use that week to get 
back to normal.”

C ontroversy over a 
British plan to of¬ 
fer contraceptive 
injections to 
teenage girls as 
young as 13 has the usual 
ioiickers in a twist. Critics 
are concerned the plan will 
promote underage sex and 
help spread sexually trans¬ 
mitted diseases. 

It’s the same argument 
that gets hauled out against 
sex education. As if young 
people never think about 
sex until an adult comes 
along, rips open a condom 
in front of them and shows 
them how to use it. 

The truth is, in today’s 
sexually-saturated culture, 
kids are exposed to more in¬ 
formation about sex than 
ever before and sound, 
comprehensive sex educa¬ 
tion starting at a young age 
is crucial. 

Besides, it seems to be 
working. Despite popular 
belief, in recent years, 
teenage pregnancy rates 
have fallen and the age of 
first sex has risen in both 
the U.S. and Canada. Even 
in England, teen pregnan¬ 
cies are down overall, ex¬

cept in high-risk, usually 
low-income areas that are 
being targeted for this pro¬ 
gram. 

And even in these areas, 
sexual health care workers 
admit the vast majority of 
13-year-olds are not sexually 
active and most of the 
teenage pregnancies they 
see happen at age 16 or 17. 

Also, it’s not like they’re 
running around, capturing 
13-year-olds and forcefully 
injecting them with Depo- 
Provera, the contraceptive 
being used for the program 
that prevents pregnancy for 
three months at a time. The 
injections are being offered 
by trained professionals 
that talk to these girls about 
why they are having sex and 
explain the risks of sexually 
transmitted infections. 

Rather than panicking 


that we’re encouraging 
girls as young as 13 to have 
sex by offering them con¬ 
traception, isn’t it better to 
admit that some are having 
sex and offer them educa¬ 
tion and options to ward off 
the consequences (that is, 
becoming a poor single, 
teenage mom)? 

The other concern is that 
girls don’t need parental 
consent to get the injection. 
In an ideal world, all young 
people would have parents 
so comfortable discussing 
sex openly and non judg- 
mentally that their kids 
would tell them eveiything. 
But again, wouldn’t you 
rather a young women be 
able to protect herself with¬ 
out telling her parents than 
go ahead and engage in 
risky activity because she 
needs parental consent to 


protect herself but is too 
scared to talk to them? 

Providing comprehensive 
sex education and making 
contraception choices avail¬ 
able to teens does not en¬ 
courage promiscuity or the 
spread of STDs any more 
than urging people to wear 
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seatbelts encourages risky 
driving and causes more ac¬ 
cidents. If anything, it 
makes you more aware that 
the activity you are engag¬ 
ing in has serious conse¬ 
quences and that you can 
make individual choices to 


protect yourself against 
those consequences. 

And nobody is ever too 
young to learn that.

THE NETWORK THAT WENT 

crazy: I’m not sure how 
much readers care about 
the Rome-at-empire’s-end 
court politics at the num¬ 
ber four U.S. network; I 
have to write about TV five 
days a week, so it’s proba¬ 
bly no surprise that this 
sort of flailing folly of 
backstabbing and corpo¬ 
rate intrigue fascinated 
me. 

Perhaps it’s a sort of 
emotional Stockholm Syn¬ 
drome, which has left me 
in thrall to the beat that 
holds me captive, but the 
success of shows like En¬ 
tourage tells me that I 
might not be alone. 

My source, as usual, is 
Nikki Finlce of L.A. Weekly, 
whose fascination with 
Ben Silverman’s tenure as 
co-chairman of NBC enter¬ 
tainment and television 
makes mine seem re¬ 
strained. Following up on 
her earlier predictions of 
heads rolling in time for 


the holidays, she managed 
to preempt Silverman’s 
own attempt to hide the 
firing of three senior pro¬ 
gramming executives in 
the hurly-burly of holiday 
news. 

“The network/studio 
hoped to then spin this as 
part of cost-cutting rather 
than more evidence of fail¬ 
ure,” writes Finlce. “But I 
messed up their plans. My 
bad.” 

The basic news is that 
NBC management has 
shifted the blame for their 
underperforming season 
on two women and one 
man — the heads of execu¬ 
tive vice-president of NBC 
Entertainment, the presi¬ 
dent of Universal Studio 
Media and the head of real¬ 
ity programming respec¬ 
tively. 

Katherine Pope had 
wanted to leave the net¬ 
work for a year, ever since 
half of her job at Universal 
Studio Media was given 
away, and Teri Weinberg, 
who was brought to the 
company by Silverman, 
has been marked for death 
ever since the network had 
to give a sweetheart lciss- 
off deal to a group of 
writer/producers, one of 
whom was Weinberg’s 


boyfriend. 

Craig Plestis, the man in 
charge of NBC’s reality pro¬ 
grams, was let go because, 
well, do I need to utter the 
dread words Baby Borrow¬ 
ers aloud? 

When things are as bad 
as they’ve become for NBC, 
rational explanations no 
longer hold sway — Pope 
was apparently more than 
competent at what she did 
(she had ameliorated Law 
& Order creator Dick 
Wolf’s frayed relationship 
with the network), but Sil¬ 
verman apparently hated 
her, while Silverman’s bul¬ 
letproof status can be ex¬ 
plained as a simple by¬ 
product of General Electric 
CEO Jeffrey Immelt’s fond¬ 
ness for his favorite execu¬ 
tive party boy. 

For his part, Silverman is 
bringing in Paul Telegdy 
from the BBC to take 
Plestis’ job so that Silver- 
man will feel like he has 
“another dude” and “more 
friends” around him, ac¬ 
cording to Finlce. Proof, 
were it needed, that high 
school never really ends, 
just summer vacation.

Metro Recipe of the Day 



Lamb Racks with 
Garlic And Rosemary 

INGREDIENTS: 

4 lamb racks (with 3 cutlets per 
rack) 

2 garlic cloves, sliced 
2 long sprigs of fresh rosemary 

1 tbsp (15 mL) honey 

2 tbsp (25 mL) grainy mustard 
2 tbsp (25 mL) mint sauce 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat the oven to 400°F 
(200 C). Trim excess fat 
from lamb racks. Cut small 
slits in top of lamb with a 
small, sharp knife. Insert 
slices of garlic and small 
pieces of rosemary into slits. 
Sit lamb on a plate. 

2. Whisk together honey, 
grainy mustard and mint 
sauce, and brush over lamb 
racks. Marinate for 20 min¬ 
utes in a cool place. 

3. Put lamb racks into a bak¬ 


ing dish and spoon on sauce 
that may be left on plate. 
Bake for 20 minutes for 
medium-rare, or until 
cooked to your liking, bast¬ 
ing a couple of times during 
cooking with honey- 
mustard mixture. 

4. Remove from oven and let 
stand, covered, in a warm 
place for 10 minutes to 
allow juices to be absorbed 
back into meat. Either cut 
lamb into individual cutlets 
or leave rack intact and 
serve as is.
